That belief has carried on 
to his daytime job - which he 
admits does not feel like work 
- where he not only manages 
to keep the aging building 
maintained, but also volun¬ 
teers his time to coach, 
organize fundraisers and 
help out with drama produc¬ 
tions and music concerts. 

His coaching duties 
include the boys' and girls' 
basketball teams as well as 


the golf team, which recently 
returned from South Carolina 
with some awards. 

“Growing up in town, I had 
such a great experience with 
minor hockey and all of my 
coaches. I never realized how 
much time and effort they 
put into their jobs and now 
that I'm on the other side, I 
get just as excited watching 
the kids play as I did actually 
playing.” 

Although there aren't too 
many custodian coaches out 


there, he said it makes for an 
interesting story. “Coaches 
from other schools automati¬ 
cally think I'm a teacher and 
then I tell them who I am and 
they are shocked,” he said. “It 
doesn't matter what you do 
through the day, if you have a 
strong enough passion for 
something you'll find a way to 
make it work” 

The legacy Klassen is leav¬ 
ing at NDSS is one that will be 
talked about years from now. 
He was instrumental in get¬ 


ting a new gymnasium floor 
that saw heavy usage from 
the school and the communi¬ 
ty, established the Friends of 
NDSS group, organized the 
sales of NDSS School Spirit 
Trojan Wear, and has helped 
raise more than $100,000 for 
school improvements over 
the past 10 years. 

But one of his fondest 
memories comes from a for¬ 
mer student and the person 
who nominated him for the 
award, Christine Rougoor. 


He held a golf tournament 
fundraiser for the former stu¬ 
dent after she was badly hurt 
in a motorcycle accident. 
“She's just an amazing per¬ 
son,” he said, pointing up to 
her portrait in his collage of 
pictures he has collected over 
the years that are featured on 
his office wall. 

“He is a great example of 
the positive influence an out¬ 
standing support staff mem¬ 
ber can have on the lives of 
students,” said MPP Kim 


Craitor. “This award rein¬ 
forces the contribution of 
NDSS to the lives of the stu¬ 
dents of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
for over 55 years by a caring 
educational community and 
illustrates why the school 
should be kept open.” 

Klassen has been offered 
another job in town as a cus¬ 
todian at Virgil Public School. 

"This is my community 
and I hope I can bring every¬ 
thing I've learned at NDSS to 
my new home.”
